The laws, though low, were lo 
the point, and were t>ot so liable as at 
tho present time to be twiated by 
lawycra lo soil the ezlgenoiea of any 
case that insy arise.. .l^oy are so 
plain that "ho who runs may read." 
The lows of _,Virgiiiln wore ulmost 
identical with those of Connecticut 
The lollowhig are the (Juunecticut 
laws: 

The governor and magistrates con- 
vened In ^iieral assembly are the sn 
prcine power nndcrOod ol this inde- 
pcmlent diiniiniun. 

Kroin the dolermiiiation of tlio as- 
sembly no appeal shall bo made. 

The governor Is umcnilablu to the 
voice of the iieiipie. 

Tho governor shall not have a sin- 
gle vole In delpriniiiiiig any quostion, 
except a casting vole, on which the 
assembly shall be equally divided. 

If any person turn (Quaker, he shall 
bo banished, and not suffered to re- 
turn but on piiln ol death. 

No Catholic priest shall abide In 
this domlnlou ; lie ■liall be banished 
and suffer death oii his return. 

Priests may be seized bv any One 
without a wunaiii. 

i»o one to cross a liver, but with nn 
auilioi ized ferryman. 

No one shall run on tho Sabbslh 
day, or walk In Ids garden, or ehie- 
where, except reverently lo and iruiu 
meeting. 

No OHO filmll travel, cook yictnals. 
mnko beds, sweep houio, cut hair or 
shave On Ihe Sabbath day. 

No woman shall kiss her children 
on the Sabhalh or On failing days. 

The Sabbath shall begin at suntet 
on Saturday. 

To pick an ear ofcornsron ing in n 
neighbor's garden shall I's deemed 
I heft. 

A person trcntpd of trespass In the 

night shall be judged guilty, unless 
he clear liinisell by his oath. 

No one shall buy or sell land with- 
out periulstiun of ihe select nn ii.. 

Tho assemblv of iho peoiile sholl 
not be rtisinisseu by tho governor, but 
shall dismiss llsetT. 

Conspiracy against tha dominion 
tliiill he pniiihhed w ith death. 

Whoever Hiiys there la ^owcr nnd 
jurisdiction above and over thia do- 
million shall sulfer death. 

The judges shall determine all con- 
troversies wilhom a jury. 

No ono shall be ii irecian or given 
vole niilesi he be conrertod and a 
member in full communion of oue of 
the churches allowed In stale. 

ICacli irccnian shall swear by the 
blessed God to hour true allpglauce to 
this dominion, aud that JesneUth'e 
only King. 

No Quaker, or dissenter from the 
established worship ol this dominion, 
slinll be allowed to give a vole lor the 
election ol iimgisti-aics, or iiiiy otfici-r. 

No food or lodging shall bo otiered 
to a Quaker, Adamite, or other hero- 
tics. 

A driinknrd shall have a master ap- 
pointed by the selectmen, who are to 
debar biiii Irom the libcriy of buying 
and selliiii;. 

Wl^ouver publishes a lie lo Iho pre- 
judice of his neighbor, shall be set in 
the stocks or whipped ten stripes. 

No minister shall keep n school. 

lOvery rateable person who rclnses 
to pay his poriion lo support tho min- 
ister of the town or parish, shall be 
lined by the court 2Ji; and £1 every 
quarter, nnlll ho or she pay tho rule 
lo llic minister. 

Jlen-slealcrs shall suffer death. 

Wliosoeyer wears elollies trimmed 
with gold, silver, or bone lore above 
2s yer yd. shall be presented by the 
grand Jurors, and the seleotmeu shall 
tux the ofl'ender iSOO estate. 

A debtor in firisoii, swearing ho 
has no estate, shall bo let aud sold to 
make satistaction. 

Whosoever sets a flro in Ihe woods, 
and it burns (1 house shall suffer death; 
and persons suspected of this crime 
shall bo Imprisoned without bail. 

Whosoever brings cards or dice 
Into hii tloinlniou shall pay a line ut 

i;5. 

No one (hall read a common prayer- 
book, ke«p Christinas or set days, est 
mlnco.ploi, dance, play cards, or pisy 
on any Inslrumenta of music except 
the drum, trumpet, or jewshnrp. 

No gospel minister shall loin peo- 
ple in marriage. The maglstiaies 
only ahail join tham in marriage, as 
tlioy may do It with less scandal to 
Christ's church. 

When parents refuse their children 
convenient marriages, the magistrates 
thai! detorinino tho point. 
The selectmen, on finding children
